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iwn ARATION OF LAURENCE A. NAFIE 

1 . I, Laurence A. Nafie, Ph.D, am one of the inventors of the invention disclosed and 
claimed in the above-application. 

2. I am a Distinguished Professor of Chemistry and Biology at Syracuse University. 
I am also a consultant to BioTools, Inc., which is the assignee of the above- application. 

3. I have read the Office Action mailed on June 19, 2007, for the above-application. 
I understand that the Examiner has cited the following article as anticipating Claims 7 and 8 and 
as the primary reference in rejecting the remaining claims: Shah, R.D. et al, "Spectroscopic 
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methods for determining enantiomeric purity and absolute configuration in chiral pharmaceutical 
molecules" Current Opinion in Drug Discovery & Development 2001, Vol. 4, No. 6, pages 764- 
775. I will hereinafter refer to this article as "the Shah reference." 

4. I am a co-author of the Shah reference. 

5. In the Shah reference, only a single molecular species with static measurement are 
demonstrated. We speculated that simultaneous determination of %EE for multiple molecular 
species would be straightforward, without providing any detail. 

6. The speculation in the Shah reference regarding simultaneous determination of 
%EE for multiple molecular species turned out to be incorrect. The extension of the Shah 
reference to multiple species has proven not to be straightforward and it took numerous years to 
achieve this step. These findings were published in subsequent papers co-authored by Shah and 
myself (and others) after filing the above-application.
